In every case of an amendment of a Dill agreed to in one 
Ifouse and dissented from in another, if either House shall re- 
quest a conference and appoint a committee to confer, the other 
louse shall appoint a hke committee; and such committee 
shall meet at a convenient hour, to be agreed upon by their 
respective Chairmen, and shall confer upon the differences be- 
tween the two Houses, and shall report as early as convenient, 
the result of their conference, to their respective Iouses for 
their action 

I. 

When a Message shall be sent from either House, it shall be 
announced at the door by the doorkeeper, and shall be respect- 
fully communicated to the Chair, by the persom-by whom it 
may be sent. 

III 

Messages shall be sent by the Secretary, Clerk, or by such 
person as a sense of propriety of each House may determine to 
be proper. 

IV 

Notice of the action of either House to the other shall be on 
paper, and under the signature of the Secretary or Clerk of the 
Touse from which such notice is to be conveyed.

When bills are enrolled, they shall be examined by the En- 
rolling Committee of the House in which they originated, who 
shall carefully compare the enrollment with the engrossed Pill, 
as passed by the two Houses, and correcting any errors that 
may be discovered in the enrolled bill, make their report forth- 
with in the House in which the bill originated.

After an examination and report, each gul shall be signed 
by the respective Houses: first by the Speaker of the House of

After a Bill shall have been thus signed in each House, it 
shall be presented, by the Enrolling Committee of the House 
in which it originated, to the Governor of the Territory for his 
approval, (it being first endorsed on the back of the roll by the 
Secretary or Clerk, as the case may be, certifying in which 
House the Bill originated.) The said committee shall report 
the day of presentation to the Governor, whieh time shall be 
carefully entered on the Journals of the House in which the 
Bill originated.

All Orders, Resolutions and Votes, which are to be present- 
ed to the Governor of the Territory for his approbation, shall 
also, in the same manner, be previously enrolled, examined and 
signed, and shall be presented in the same manner, and by the 
same Committee, as provided in the case of Bills.

Memorials, petitions 
and documents, having no necessary connection with the duties 
of Legislation, will be excluded and not printed at the expense 
of the United States. You are permitted to print, at the ex- 
pense of the United States— 

ist. The number of blanks absolutely necessary to facilitate 
your business. : 

2d. The Roles of either branch of the Assembly, together 
with the Joint Rules. 
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3d. A reasonable number of the Reports of Territorial Of 
ficers aud Societies. 

4th. A reasonable number of the Governor’s-Message. 

5th. The laws and journals of the Session. The laws not 
to exceed one thousand copies, and the journals not to exceed 
two hundred copies in each House. 

I would respectfully suggest that five hundred copies of.the 
laws, and one hundred and fifty copies of the journals of each 
Tfonse, be the number.

The laws of the Frst Session, page 573, defined the duties of 
District Attorneys, and made their Districts identical with the 
Judicial Districts; the laws of the.First Sessiop, page 582, 
amended by laws of the Second Session, page 404, and Taws of 
the Third Session, page 187, fixed the Judicial Districts, and 

T c 
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assigned the Judges thereto. An Act of Congress, amending 
the Organic Act, passed in 1867, gave the power of fixing Ju, 
dicial Districts and assigning the Judges thereto, to the Judges 
themselves. The Judges t ereupon, formed Boise, Ada and 
Alturas counties into the Second Judicial District, and Owyhee 
and Oneida into the Third Judicial District. The Legislative 
Assembly, which was then in Session, immediately passed an 
Act (see laws of Fifth Session, page 150) dividing the Territory 
into District Attorney Districts, and constituted the counties 
of Boise and Alturas the 2d; and the countiesof Ada, Owyhee 
and Oneida the 3d District Attorney District. The Judicial 
Districts and District Attorney Districts did not therefore, cor- 
respond with each other. | 

In January, 1869, Judge N ogele, who had recently succeed- 
ed Judge Bowers, ruled that R. E. Foote, District Attorney of 
` the Second Judicial District, consisting of the counties of Boise 
and Alturas, was the proper prosecuting officer in Ada county. 

The Judge assured us that he made this ruling, not being 
aware of the existance of the statutes passed by the Fifth Leg- 
islative Assembly; (see 5th Session laws, page 50,) but upon 
examination of the statutes, found that he was mistaken, and so 
declared, and still holds the same views. Governor Ballard, 
however assumed, after the decision referred to, that a vacancy 
existed. and appointed J. C. Henley to the position. 


Judge Lewis of the 3d Judicial District recognized Henly as 
Attorney, while Judge Noggle, of the 2d Judicial District, recog- 
nized Mr. Heed, as the Attorney of the 2d District, according 
to the statute of the Fifth Session of the Legislature. 

Judge Lewis certified Mr. Henley’s accounts, and the Terri- 
torial Controller audited the same, but refused to audit Mr. 
Heed’s account, certified to by Judge Noggle. Í 


During the {present year the Judicial Districts were again 
changed by the Judges, and made identical with the District 
Attorney Districts. Judge Heed brought suit against Mr. 
Henley, and Judge Lewis in chambers, decided as between 
Messrs. Heed and Henley, that the former was entitled to the 


office, and then certified to an account in his favor, which was- 


audited by the Territorial Controller. A few days afterwards 
he decided in chambers, that Mr. Husten, U. S. Attorney, was 
the only legal holder of the office, thus ousting both Mr. Heed 
and Mr. Henley; an appeal has been taken on this decision, 
and the case will be argued before the Supreme Court, at is 
next sitting. f 

We find from the Controller’s books, that Mr. Henley had

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warrants isstied in his favor fo the amount of $941 66, and that 
Mr. Heed has since January, 14th, 1869, received warrants to 
the amount of $550 00; we recommend, therefore, that the 
sum of $1,137 50 be inserted in section 2, of the bill, in place 
of $1,687 66.

Sm—I herewith return to your honorable body House Bill 
No. 7, being an Act, to amend an Act, entitled an Act to reg- 
ulate proceedings in Civil cases, in the courts of justice in the 
Territory of Idaho, approved December 15th, 1864, and the 
act amendatory thereof, approved January 15th, 1869, without 
my approval, and state the following reasons therefor. 

Our courts are created and organized for the purpose of en- 
forcing and protecting the rights of the citizens and adminis- 
tering justice. f i 

In order that the Judges may transact any business at law, 
out of any court at chambers, requires some express provisions 
of the statute. The object of such statutory provisions is to fa- ' 
cilitate business, and afford the citizen a speedy remedy for 
wrongs done or attempted to be done, either to his person or 
property. - 

In many of the counties of this Territory, there is but one 
term of District Court held annually, and in no county is there 
more than two terms, hence, in order to afford to all full and 
ample protection, the Legislative Assembly of this Territory, 
at the First Session thereof, Section 617, Civil Practice Act, 
Ist session laws, page 211, gave to the District Judges power 
to try and determine sundry matters at chambers, and special- 
ly to try and determine writs of Mandamus, Certiorarc, Quo 
< A This statute was copied from that of Nevada of 

The same statute was re-enacted at 2d session, page 198, laws 
of 2d session, section 617, and after an experience of five years 
the Legislative Assembly laws of 5th session, page 80, amend- 
ed the statute enlarging said jurisdiction at chambers, adding 
thereto authority to hear and dispose of motions for new trials. 

Section 25 of the California Judiciary Act, Hittel, page 214, 
is in substance the same as section 617, sought-to be amended 
by the bill before me, and_it is provided in the California Act 
that at chambers, the Judges may ean writs of Mandamus, 
Certiorart and Quo Warranio, and hear and dispose of such 
writs. 

The Nevada Legislature at the first session, under their 
State Constitution, reenacted the statute in question, which is 
in substance’ the same as the Idaho Statute as amended at the 
5th session—laws of Nevada, 1864-5, page 1138, section 20. 

The habits and occupation of the people of Idaho are much 
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the same as those of California and Nevada. Our mining laws 
and customs, and in fact our whole system of jurisprudence, is 
built upon and copied from that of California, a large majority 
of our people having been at some time residents of that State. 
The law sought to be amended has come to us from California, 
sanctioned by the experience of years, and constructed by sages 
of the law, based in my opinion upon sound reason. 

It is the duty of legislators to so provide that justice may be 
speedily administered. The citizens should have the right to 
know at once who are the legally elected officers, and an action 
in the nature of quo warranto has to brought to determine such 
qüestions. | 


The experience of the best lawyers and Judges on the Pacific 
coast for years. has said that the writ of guo warranto should 
be issued and determined by the Judges at chambefs. Is there 
any reason for the passage of this bill? Why not take from the 
Judges at chambers all power and authority to issue writs of 
mandamus, certiorari and: injunctions, prevent them from hear 
ing motions to attachments, or to make any orders at chambers, 
whatever ? 


There can be no reason assigned for taking from the Judges 
the power stated in this bill, that will not apply to each and 
every act sct out in section 617, The result of such legislation 
will be to deprive the citizens of a speedy remedy in such cases, 
and in as mnch as there can be no doubt that full and complete 
justice can be done as well by the Judge at chambers, relative 
to the matters in question, as in open court. I see no reason 
why the bill should become a law.

REPORT OF THE JOINT COMMITTEE ON EXAMINAION OF THE 
' TERRITORIAL OFFICERS BOOKS, 
To the Legislative Assembly of the Lerritory of Idaho: 


Your Special Joint Committee, appointed to examine the 
condition of the Books, Accounts and Affairs of the Offices of 


Territorial Treasurer and Controller, report respectfully, that ` 


they have made a thorough examination of the conduct and af- 
fairs of the two offices, being aided in their examination by H. 
W, O. Margary and Charles A. Nash, as experts, and call the 
attention of the Legislative Assembly to the reports of the ex- 
verts, herewith presented. 


The books, accounts, vouchers and dochments being correct, 
and the money on hand as by Treasurers report, less disburse- 
ments, being correct. 


We find that in the ruling of the Courts, regarding the col- 
lection of Foreign Miners Tax, that the Treasurer was compel- 
led, in order to save the Territorial credit, to retain moneys 
then on hand, and which, under the law, were applicable to 
the redemption of bonds, for the purpose of meeting interest 
to become duein June, 1870. Whilst the discretion on the 
‘a of the Treasurer was not strictly legal, yet we commend 

im for the responsibility he assumed, as showing a true ap- 

reciation of the Territorial credit, and recommend that the 

egislative Assembly of the Territory, do by an act legalize 
his doings therein. 


We would call special attention to the state of the Territo- 
rial Fund. Allthe assets by law now made applicable to that 
Fund up to the ist of June, 1871, will only amount to about 
$900, whereas thesum then due for interest will be $4,437 29, 
in coin. As the matter of prime importance in revenne matters 
is to keep unimpaired the Territorial credit, we suggest that 
the Legislative Assembly do pass an act requiring the Terri- 
torial Treasurer to hold all moneys that may come into his 
hands, until a sufficient sum, not exceeding five thousand dol- 
lars in currency, shall be placed to the Sinking Fund, to meet 
the interest due in June 1871, except such as shall be required 
for the Contingent Expense Fund. ; 


* 
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In regard to the Treasurers and Auditors of counties, we 
think both a and Counties would be benefitted by 
making these salaried offices, but the time left at this session is 
too short to discuss this measure. 

We think that for two or three years it will be necessary to 
increase the assessed taxes for the Territorial purposes, as the 
decrease m propery valuation is far greater than the decrease 
in expenses, and Congress has cut off that tax for which we had 
such abundant use, to meet interest and redeeming bonds, the 
Foreign Miners License Tax. We suggest that if this report, 
and thatof the experts, be printed, it would tend to enlighten 
the citzens of our Territory very much in regard to the finan- 
ces of the Territory, and would be generally beneficial. l 


The reports of the experts, herewith submitted, give a full 
report of the true state of affairs. 

We find the Territorial books well and carefully kept, and ` 
consider Mr. Cram and Mr. Sterling good, efficient and faith- 
fal officers. i 

The experts have taken great pains and have worked with 
earnestness, and have shown themselves thoroughly qualified 
for the position assigned them. 

The amount of work they have done in so short a time, 
making but twenty-three days working time, is great, and we 
only regret that the Legislative-Assembly did not get them to 
work in the first days of the session, as then they could have 
shown up every error made by county officers in their reports 
in its proper place, as from their reports to this committee it 
will be seen that the principal errors are with the county ofti-

But, as in very few cases, have the subsequent assessments 
been returned to the Controller, these can only be approximate, 
and rather less than the actual valuation on original and sub- 
sequent assessments. 

wing also, to the temporary stagnation in business in the 
spring of 1870, and the fall from the inflated valuations of 
earlier years, the other extreme has been reached, and property 
has only been assessed at a nominal value far below its real 
value. Every County, except Oneida, appears byjthe returns, 
to have largely decreased in valuation, and Oneida has in- 
creased $36,218 30. The valuation of this year, 1870, should 
return to the Territory, if all collected, after paying the ex- 
penses of collection, per centages, County and Territorial Treas- 
urer’s fees, and proportions of salaries of County Auditors, 
about $23,000, as a net amount to be used for redemption of 
warrants and interest. But as ‘it now stands, the Territory 
does not use within several thousand dollars of that sum. 

Wesuggest that the assessed valuation on property should 
be that for which the owner would sell it, and not as is now 
the custom, at the probable sum that it would bring at Sheriff's 
sale, and especially in the case of real estate, this would be ex- 
tremely low, it being subject to redemption. 

In January, 1868, when the present. Controller came into 
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office, the books and accounts of the former Controllers were in 
a very distressing state, and Mr. Cram found it necessary to 
suspend all the accounts with the Counties, by which the fol- 
lowing amounts, standing as charges against the various coun- 
ties, were suspended : °

as apparently lost to the Territory, although in reality a large 
proportion of that sum is not really due, but appears so, on ac- 
count of the neglect of the various Auditors of the several 
counties to return unsold blank licenses, poll taxes, &c., and 
also, their continual neglect to inform the Controller, of the 
amounts stricken off the assessment rolls by the Board of Equal- 
ization, as well as those taxes stricken off by the Board of 
County Commissioners as uncollectable, on the final settle- 
ment at the close of each financial year. 

It is impossible, in the time we are limited to, with the data 
in this office, to arrive at the exact amounts due the Territory 
by the various counties from the assessed taxes, because each 
county levying a different per centage and not reporting the 
same to this office, we have not any certain basis on which to 
commence our calculations, but have first to cypher out the 
per T each county levies, and as in many cases, the same 
county will at different times in the same year, credit the Ter- 
ritory with different proportions; we have frequently found 
ourselves in error on that point after working out calculations 
for one or more quarters. 

From the reports received by this office, the amcunt due the 
Territory on assessed taxes for 1869 and 1870, appears to be 
correctly stated in the Controller’s Report, and the estimate of 
collections to be made thereon of $10,000, we do not think un- 
reasonable. 

The only remedy we can suggest, to so place the books of 
the Controller, that they can at any time show the amount 
dne by any County to the Territery, from assessed taxes, is, 
“that the Territorial proportion of the revenue, derived from 
assessed taxes, should be at a fixed rate ofso much on every 
$100 taxable property, and that the amount so collected, 
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should, by the Collector of.the County, and by. the Treasurer 
ape be paid to the Territory without deduction, or charge, 
all expenses, of collecting revenue, and all fees thereon being 
paid by the County, .except the reasonable and necessary cost 
of expressing money tọ the Territorial Treasurer, which could 
well be left as now provided by law.

This shows a great'neglect on ‘the'part of poll tax ‘collectors 
to enforce the collections of this tax. In Boise County, we find 
by margin of receipts returned, that the poll tax has been col- 
lected from the Chinese, but do not find that this'has been 
done in any other county. We think that since the Chinese, 
have by treaty, received certain rights and protection, that 
they should pay some’ tax to support the government which 
grants them such rights. They hold but little real property, 
and as the tax is but a small per capita, it should be rigidly en- 
forced, on all able bodied males, whether of Caucasian, Mongo- 
lian, or other race receiving the protection of our laws., We 
estimate from sources within our reach, that there should be 
nearly 6,000 poll taxes sold in this Territory every year, this 
would raise the sum of $10,000 net to the benefit of the Terri- 
tory, and the cost of collecting should’ constitute a County

The Pedler’s license, Nos. 11, 12 and 13, might with advan- 
tage to the Territory, be reduced to one license for three 
months, and of such an amount as to realize a revenue without 
injury to the enterprise indicated by this class of persons. The 
tax as it now stands, appears like a protective tariff to capital, 
instead of a simple tax for legitimate purposes, and is rather 
inclining to radical protection instead of the free trade princi-

The facts, as we learn them, are as follows: In accordance 
with Controller’s Report, Messrs. Beachy, Wells, Fargo & Co., 
were severally due on this license $400, seating $800, and 
Saulsbury & Co., $200, making $1000 in all.

Mr. Huston collected $400 from Beachy, 
$400 from Wells, Fargo & Co., and paid $600 to the Territo- 
rial Treasurer, retaining $200, and of the other sum from 
Saulsbury & Co., it appears from two letters, in the Governor’s 
office, that Mr. Huston employed an Attorney at Corinne to 
attend to this matter, who collected the $200, and $50 for costs,

Of this sum, Mr. Huston has not paid over one dollar. ` 

Thelaw should be so framed as to make it a penal offence to 
keep back any money collected on behalf of the Territory or 
County, but the account should be audited and allowed and. paid 
by the usual way ; and further, the law should forbid, either 
Territory or County, to make any preferred creditor, except 
sy as are paid from the contingent fund, as hereinafter refer- 
red to. 

In regard tothe expense of collecting revenue, &c., in 1869, 
the amount collected for Territorial use, was $98,194 06, at a 
cost of $31,310 78, or over 30 per cent. In 1870, $44,356 76 
was collected at a cost of $12,632 84, of which sum, however, 
Mr. Huston holds $400. 

It isnot possible in afew days examination, and without en- 
quiry, to discover the exact amount that the Counties should 
charge, and it varies all the way in different counties and at 
different times from 8 to 60 per cent, and averages over 30 per 
` cent. 

The item of printing is one of serious importance to the Ter- 
ritory, and for 1869 and 1870, the two years amounted to 
43,350 blanks of all kinds, amounting to $5,625 38, being at the 
rate, for 1869, of 12 cents; and for 1870, of 94 cents for each 
blank. In 1869, with legal tenders at 75 cents, and Territorial 
warrants in the market at 52 cents, this was equal to 6} cents in 
coin per blank; andin 1870, with legal tenders at 90 cents and 
Territorial warrants at 65 and 70 cents, the cost was about at 
the same rates, 64 cents, ‘This is amply sufficient to pay any 
competent printer who has the material and machinery to do 
the work; butatthe same time, we have examined the bill of 
the Sraressan office for printing, and that the wark is neatly 
done, and for the greater part bound. We would that 


the Legislative Assembly make a contract at fixed rates with 


some responsible printer for Territorial work, and requife 
bonds in the sum of five thousand dollars for the performance of 
his contract. 

The sum of $293, charged in 1869, for quarterly reports was 
chasged by Mr. H. O. Street, then having the Sta’ office, 
for printing 150 reports. These reports required four forme to 
each, and thus each report was four times through the press. 
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The same rate of estimate as above gives 694 cents in coin for 
each. It appears high, but at that timethere was not any com- 
petition. 

In the item of contingent expenses, the Controller has in 
1869, overdrawn $359 39, and in 1870, $312 04, over and 
above the sum bylaw authorized. This arises from being over- ` 
drawn in 1868, $275, by Mr. Bishop, and from the fact, that 
when the Hon. E. J. Curtis became Secretary of Idaho Terri- 
tory, he found the volumes of the laws carefully boxed away, so 
that no one should havea chance of becoming acquainted with 
them; and in order to diffuse these volumes over the Territory, 
and to the several States and departments, he applied to the 
Controller for postage stamips for that purpose. The Controller, 
Mr. Cram, responded, as he considered it for the general inter- 
est of the Territory that the laws should be distributed, and 
drew a voucher on the contingent fund for $150, that being the 
only fund on which he could draw for contingent expenses. We ` 
suggest that the Legislative Assembly by some act or concurrent 
resolution, recognize and accept his doings herein. 

The Prison Fund is an enormous burden to the Territory, 
and costs an average, for the past two years, of $17,638 40 
per year, there being only $38 00, difference in the two years. 

We notice an item charged, the legality of which we doubt; 
it is a warrant issued to F. B. Britten, for subsisting soldiers. in 
recapturing (?) prisoners, in November, 1870, $350 00. It ap- 
pears to us that the troops are here for our protection, and 
(when required) to assist the civil officers in the performance 
of their duties, and when so doing are subsisted by government. 
This is a fund that is heavily in debt, and we find that the out- 
standing warrants on this fund, for principal and interest, 
amount to $42,000. The Controller issued the above warrrnt 
on the order of the Prison Commissioner. 

‘Thus we find that the report of the Controller, as made to 
the Legislature, was correct, (although some errors occur in the 
printed report. See page 44. Total warrants on General 
Fund for papers furnished Territorial Secretary’s office, printed - 
$450, should be $456, and page 45; total for 1870, printed 
$370; should be $300,) and that the books and vouchers in this 
office, correspond with the report. 

_ From these it appears that our Territory is retrograding, but 
such we know is not the fact. The inflated valuations placed 
on property, in the earlier years of this Territory, has given 
way to a true appreciation of value, and has in fact, gone in the 
opposite direction, and almost to tlie other extreme, causing. | 
property to be assessed at far less than its actual value.

commissioners and the various auditors and clerks are to blame, 
by being too reticent of the knowledge and facts of their coun- 
ty affairs, which ought to be made known to the Controller. 
Again, we would state that to simplify all the county and 
territorial accounts, and render it less easy for a good account- 
ant, or keen financier to steal, and then cover up his defects, 
we would suggest the following as a remedy: First, have the 


t moneys that came into his hands, after the Ist ` 
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amount to be collected for Territorial revenue, paid over in 
the gross, without deduction ; require county commissioners to 
see that either their clerks or the auditors, as the Legislature 
see fit, to report amount of original assessment rolls, amount of

Report of H. W. O. Margary and Charles A. Nash, on ex- 
amination of the books of the Territorial Treasurer : 

We have examined the books, accounts, vouchers and dotu- 
ments in and pertaining to the office of the Territorial Treas- 
urer, and find the same correct, and kept well and systematic- 
ally. The revenue of the Territory has decreased from 1869 
to 1870 over 60 per cent, viz: $79,809 65 in 1869, to $31,723 92 
in 1870. This state of affairs we view almost with misgivings, 
as it seems that the Territory is verging on bankruptcy. The 
revenues growing smaller each yesr, whilst the expenses do 
not decrease so rapidly asthe revenue. By the Treasurers 
books we find that the amount due in 1869, for principal and 
interest.on the General Fund was $21,076 43 and that during 
that year, the Territory redeemed $29,128 59, whilst in 1870 
only $19,050 66 has been redeemed on that fund, and the in- 
debtedness thereon for principal and interest has increased to 
$24,128 90. The amount of warrants drawn on the General 


« 
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Fund in 1869 was $36,854 82, against $13,177 19 in 1870, 
The amounts passed to General Fund, credit were for 1869, 
$34,170 24, and-for 1870, $13,796 85. 

Of the Prison Fund in 1869 amount due was $21,076 43, 
principal and interest, $22,187 69 having been redeemed dur- 
ing that year, during which time $20,504 11 had been credited 
thereto. -In 1870 only-$8,290 12 was apportioned to that fund 
and warrants thereon, principal and interest, only-amounting 
to $7,821 14 paid during which time $17,619 31 against 
$17,657 49 in 1869, had been drawn, leaving that fund in debt 
$42,138 84, with interest acerning thereon, at the rate of 
$3,821 00 per annum. so 

- It is possıblé that had wise and sagacious statesmen been 

able to meet at the close of 1869, and foreseeing the stagnation 
and reaction of 1870, this sudden falling off might have been 
met, and the evil effects to the Territory obviated by wise leg- 
islation, but now the crisis in which our young Territory is 
placed calls for pure patriotism, able financial management and 
legislation, with a careful fostering every legitimate source 
from which revenue can be- derived without oppressing and 
harassing the citizens, whilst every avenue through which any 
pilfering, stealing, or in any way getting a draw on the Ter- 
ritorial funds, must be carefully guarded, or we are sunk in 
irretreviable ruin. ` ` 

We have been surprised on examining these books, as from 
the Controller’s books affairs did not look so desperate. There 
is certainly some hope in the fall in gold and the decreased ex- 
penses on many points that have hitherto been heavy drafts on 
the treasury, but they are not sufficient of themselves without 
good legislation. ; 

The same trouble in regard to County Treasurer’s reports 


‘exists to a certain extent in this office, as in the Controller’s. 


In many cases, as appears by the letter book, Mr. Treasurer 
Sterling has had again and again to request the various County 
Treasurer’s to send vouchers, or they could not receive any 
credits for money disbursed by them on Territorial account. 
The commission charges for receiving, 3 per cent., are de- 
ducted in the journal’from the amounts received before appor- 
tioning to the various funds, thereby saving a commission and 
charges entry on each separate fund account, and thus each 
fund really is made to bear its proper ratio of expense, which 
is shown in the cash book in the whole, and also in utiextended 
entries in the journal to each account, the Ledger not being 
burdened by useless entries to commission account. The Treas- 
urer states he adopted this mode by the advice of one of the most 
perfect aecountant’s and book-keeper’s in the Territory, Mr. 
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Wm. P. Thompson, and in conversation with that; gentleman 
on the subject he stated that for a time he kept the Treasurer’s 
books for him, and introduced that system, and although it 
does not by the Ledger account to commission show the full 
amount of commissions to Treasurer, yet it does do so both in 
cash book and journal. 

The funds are charged by warrant or. voucher, to which is 
added interest, charges-and commission in the inner column of 
the Ledger Journal, the total amount being carried out and 
charged in one sum fo the individual account. 

e find no commission charged on accounts allowed by 
County Commissioners to County Officers against the Terri- 
tory, a8 shown by the County Treasurer’s reports to this office, 
when the vouchers have not been received by Territorial Treas- 
urer, 

The interest due on bonds in June, 1871, will be $4,487 29 


in coin, equal to legal tenders at 90 cents, $4,930 32. There . 


is but little money in ‘the Treasury belonging to the Sinking 
Fund, after paying the coupons due 1st December, 1870—- 
ponr about $400 at the present date, but as the Treasurer 

as not yet apportioned moneys received since 1st December, 
1870, we cannot state the exact dollar—about $500 may be 
estimated as the receipts applicable to that Fund up to Ist 
June, 1871. This estimate is based on former years. On 31st 
December, 1868, the Legislative Assembly by an act of that 
date appropriated the moneys then in the Sinking Fund to the 
payment of the Legislative expenses of the Fifth Session—see 
Act, page 98, Fifth Session Laws—and in consequence of the 
heavy draft on this fund, as above stated, after paying the 
coupons due in December, 1869, the Treasurer found that in 
order to meet the coupons due in January, 1870, and there be- 
ing no session of the Legislature whereby revenue could be 
provided, and the courts having decided that the collection of 
the Foreign Miner’s Tax, which constituted the bulk of this 
fund, was illegal, the Treasurer, in order to-save the credit 
of the Territory, held back moneys to the amount of $10,000 
or thereabouts, in curreney, or at that time, $7,500 coin, which 
would in the usual course have been used for the redemption 
of bonds, 

Since the 1st December, 1869, $14,064 41 is the total 
amount received in «urrency to the credit of this fund, of 
which sum $6,268 90 is derived from the illegal collection of 
Foreign Miner’s Tax, from which source we cannot expect any 
more revenue. i 


In order to keep unimpaired the credit of the Territory it. 


is absolutely necessary for the Legislative Assembly to make 
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some provision for assets to meet ‘the coupons due on the Ist 
day of June, 1871, amounting to about $5,000 currency, in- 
cluding charges. Many of the Territorial bonds are held 
both in California and the Eastern States, thus the absolute 
necessity for keeping the credit of the Territory unimpaired. 

Of uneurrent funds, being‘refuse dust, “blowings,” Owyhee 
bullion dust, valued at $124. The Treasurer should be au- 
thorized to sell this gold dust, and apportion the loss as-charges 
against the several funds. ; 

The Territorial indebtedness at the close of 1869, on bonds, 
$73,954 93, computed at 90 cents, equals in legal tenders 
$81;350 42, on which an annual interest in legal tenders, cal- 
culating them at 80 cents, is $10,762 05 currency. |

Borse Orry, I. T.,Jan. 12, A. D. 1871. 
Hon. W. A. Yates, Speaker House of Representatives, I. T. 
Sir :—I herewith return to your honorable body bill No. 


44, entitled “An Act prohibiting Federal officers from holding 
offices under the laws of this Territory, or receiving any sal- 
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ary or compensation from the Territory, or any county thereof,” 
without the sanction of the Executive. _ 

Regretting the necessity that impels me to do so, I proceed 
to lay before your honorable body the reasons for withholding 
Executive approval. 

The Government of this Territory is the creation, of Federal 
authority. — ; Å 

It derives its existence and powers from the national foun- 
tain, . , , . 

Propriety alone would therefore suggést that any attempt to 
exercise the authority given us, in a manner offensive to the 

-authority that snpports and sustains our local government, 
should be carefnlly avoided. To insult the authority of the 
United States, in the person of its officers, by such legislation 
as that proposed in the bill before me, is to add the sin of in- 
gratitude to the violation of duty. 

That it may lead to further restrictions upon the powers of 
the Territory by the Federal authority, thus discourteously 
treated, is not by any means its worst feature. 

The Organic Act, Sec. 8, provides that no person holding 
a commission or appointment-under the United States, except 
postmasters, shall hold any office under the government of the 

erritory. ~ 

This Provision shows the extent to which Congress intended 
to go in this direction, and any attempt to go further, by the 
Territorial authority, and impose restrictions on Federal offi- 
cers not imposed by Congress,\is a usurpation, as well asan in- 
sult to the authority to which weowe our existence. For 
years the Legislature of this Territory had provided by law for 
the payment of additional salaries to the members of that body, 
and also to many Federal officials. Congress has relieved. the 
people of Idaho of this burthen by prohibiting all such«salar- 
les; but the Legislature propose now, to not only reverse their 
formerly liberal course, but to make Federal officials a class 
of citizens, with disabilities that do not apply to any other. 
By this bill, a load of cord wood could not be sold by a person 
holding a Federal commission, to any county or territorial au- 
thority, without incurring a penalty that may send him to the 
Territorial Prison. A dollar’s worth of stationery sold by a 
man, holding the appointment of Deputy Internal Revenue 
Collector to a County Clerk, could not be paid for except at 
the risk of an indictment which may be found by a grand jury 
in the county of Shoshone, while the offender’s residence is in 
Owyhee. If one of the owners of a saw-mill should be un- 
fortunate enough to hold a petty appointment under the Gov- 
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ernment of the United States, and should sell one of our 
counties a bill of lumber to build a court-house, he is to be 
prohibited from receiving pay by a penaltythat would imply 
a grave offence. I cannot believe the Legislative Assembly 
intended to pass any such law. 

The second section of the act I am considering is as follows: 
“ The Territorial Controller, and each and every County Au- 
ditor, or Board of Commissioners, are hereby prohibited from 
auditing any claim or claims, or drawing any warrant in favor 
of any person holding. a commission or appointment under the 
United States, and any claim so audited, or warrants so drawn, 
shall be null and void, and the Territorial and County Treas- 
urers are hereby prohibited from paying the same. 

If the object of this bill is to prohibit the payment of money 
to Federal officials; for services rendered to the United States, 
then it is unnecessary, for Congress, by the act of July, 1870, 
had already annulled all laws providing for such payment. If 
the object is to prevent payment to Federal officials for services 
rendered to the Territory, or any counties, it isin direct vio- 
lation of the laws of Congress. 

By act of Congress passed June 14th, 1858, the Judges of 
the Supreme Court of each Territory are authorized to hold 
courts in each and every county in each Territory, provided 
that the expenses thereof shall be borne by the Territory, or 
by the counties in which said courts may beheld. The Terri- 
tory, under this act, may refuse to pay the expenses, but the 
law authorizes the various counties to pay them, and the Leg- 
islative Assembly can not prohibit a county from doing what 
Congress has expressly said it may do. Phe Territory may 
speak for the Territorial Treasury, but under this law the 
counties may decide, each for itself, as to whether it will have 
courts, and bear the expense thereof, or not. If such a law 
were binding it would deprive every county in the Territory, 
except three, of the benefits of courts. Officers would refuse, 
and properly, to hold courts at their own.expense, and the 
people and the cause of justice would suffer, instead of the 
officials, who are the objects of hostility. 

The Legislature has the same right to provide that every 
man born east of the Rocky mountains shall be prohibited 
from drawing money from the Territorial or any County Treas- 
ury, as to prohibit any citizen who holds a Federal commission 
from doing so. The day of discriminations and disabilites 
among citizens is passing away, and instead of legislation to 
keep up class and impose penalties, the utmost liberality and ` 
equality is recognized as the true standard on the subject. 

The Act provides by its fourth section that any person guilty 
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of a violation of its provisions may be indicted in any district 
in the Territory ; and that for the purposes of indictment. and 
conviction, the three judicial districts of this Territory shall be 
considered but one district. . 

Under the Organic Law of this Territory (which every 
member of the Legislative Assémbly, equally with myself, 
swore, upon entering on his duties, to support), the judicial 
districts of this Territory are thřeein number, and are to be 
defined not by the legislative authority, but by the judicial. 

Congress declares that there shall be three judicial districts 
in the Territory. This act says there shall be but one. .Con- 
gress declares the Judges shal! define. those three districts and 
assign the Judges. This act defines the Territory as one, and 
authorizes one Judge to invade the jurisdiction of the other 
two. . 

A more palpable violation of the fandamental law could not 
be imagined. And what great eyil is to be met by this sort of 
legislation ? 

The wrong of Federal officials being quartered upon our 
local treasuries has been almost entirely abolished by Congress 
itself. We paid willingly for a number of years to Federal 
officers a stipend which this bill makes a felony. That which 
was once the fixed policy of Idaho, extra compensation to 


under-paid Federal officials, has suddenly, when it has almost © 


ceased to exist, been transformed into a grave crime. 

The Clerk of the Supreme Court buys stationery for his 
office; he presents his bill to the Judges, or to the Chief Jus- 
tice, and it is certified to ; he presents it to the Controller and 
gets his warrant, and goes to the Treasurer and receives his 
money. Under this bill he may be complained of and indicted 


in Lemhi county, dragged hand-cuffed to the county of Sho- , 


shone, seven hundred miles away, and there tried, convicted 
and sent to the penitentiary for the nvramots offence of buying 
three dollars worth of stationery at the expense of the Terri- 
tory, which alone has any interest in supplying his office and 
in his receiving his money. 

I can not conclude that the Legislative Assembly had delib- 
erately intended to enaet such a law as thispurportstobe. It 
is an insult to Federal authority, a violation of the Organic 
Act and the laws of Congress, and has for its support neither 
reason nor necessity. : 

If enacted, it will disgrace us abroad, and be the sneer and 
by-word of all just-minded people.at home. It could not and 
would not be administered by the courts, and would remain 
simply as a monument of hasty and inconsiderate legislation.

Sm :—H.-B. No.-47, entitled “An Act to establish a Com- 
mon School System, and to provide for the maitenance and su- 
ervison of Public Schools,” is respectfully returned to your 
onorable body without my approval, and the following reas- 
ons assigned therefor : 

Nothing but the demands of imperative duty could induce 
me to do this, but trusting that my reasons may commend 
themselves to your judgment, I adopt this course with less pain 
than I should otherwise feel. I take pleasure in saying that 
the bill is, in its general arrangement and main features, an 
honor to the Legislative Assembly; and could I, with consci- 
entious regard for my official oath and duty, sacrifice my judg- 
ment and approve this bill, I would cheerfully do so, as 1 loo 
upon it as a much needed and great improvement upon the ex- 
isting law. 

Plainly stated, my insuperable objection to this bill is, that 
it makes a distinction between classes on account of color and 
race that I can not sanction. 

I do not believe that there is any class or race of people in 
this free land so low or humble that they should not receive the 
benefits of an education. I believe that the means of mental 
improvement should be provided for all, rich or poor, high or 
low, white or black. . 

If the black race is ignorant it only needs education the 
more. Ifit is debased, it the more requires elevation, and be 
thereby fitted for those duties. which the law imposes upon it, 
and which, whether learned or unlearned, intelligent or igno- 
rant, it must in some manner discharge. 

I call your attention to the fact that by the Constitution of 
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the United States, and the laws enacted under it, all distinctions 
of political and personal rights between citizens of the United 
States on account .of race or color, are abolished. Leading 
statesmen of ‘all poine parties in the late slave States join 
heartily in the endeavor to enlighten the black through the me- 
dium of common schools, and the exclusion of them from the 
benefits of ‘Schools, while they are ¢awed for their support, is 
an injustice which, for the credit of our young Territory may, 
Lhope, not be perpetrated. . 

Such laws have Popre from the statutes of every State. 
in the Union. Shall Idaho signalize herself by perpetuating a 
distinction which can no where be found in the statutes of our 
land, except within her own limits. I earnestly hope not. I 
would have the means of education showered upon the rising 
generation as freely as the sunlight falls around us. Let the 
stream of intelligence flow without money and without price, 
to every child born among our mountains, so that noné may be 
driven away athirst, whether his hair be blond or black, curled 
or straight; whether his parents were free or slave in this land 
or any other. I should be false to the age in which we live, to 
the fundamental law of the land, and my own convictions, if I 
did not as earnestly as Ican, urge upon you these considera- 
tions. Trusting that we may be able to unite on a measure 
which shall reflect credit on the Territory, and secure the ob- 
ject at which we all aim, I re-submit the bill to your honorable 
body. ~ E. J. CURTIS, Acting Governor, I. T.

Sm—In the discharge of my duty as Executive, it. devolves 
upon me to return to your honorble body ©.

As a rule, when a proposed law involves only a question. of 
expediency, I have felt it but a proper deference to the Legisla- 
tive Assembly, to yield my own views, and approve acts which. 
do not wholly meet my judgment. But in this case I feel not 
only justified, but I think the duty I owe to the public requires 
that I should state that the proposition contained in this act, to 
cut down the compensation of one of the most responsible offi- 
ces, if not entirely the most responsible, to one thousand dol- 
lars per annum, isso utterly at variance with my views of right, 
that I feel called upon to enter my protest against it. 

That the salary-has, without doubt, been high is no reason 
for such extreme niggardly parsimony ; a reasonable reduction 
ought to be made; and should sanction sueh a one with pleas- 
ure, but to fix such a compensation as the one named in this 
bill, when the bond is very heavy, and the resposibilities so 
grave as attach to the Treasurer’s office, is to my mind, unreas- 
able and unjust. 

The people do not demand of officers that they shall serve 
them at a sacrifice of either money or self respect; while it 
is onr duty to provide that men shall not grow rich by reason 
of holding office. 

This bill goes from the extreme high salaries, of flush times, 
to the opposite one of-pinching parsimony. 

I regret that my view of what is just. to the public and the
